REALLY  SO  CUTE? 

Democracy  has  sunk  to  a discouraging  low  at  Brigham 
Young  University.  A handful  of  reports  have  reached  the  Uni- 
verse Office  regarding  certain  coeds  and  their  method  of  vot- 
ing for  the  ‘‘best”  candidate  in  primary  elections.  One  obser- 
vation might  sum  it  up  for  the  rest:  “I  like  him — he's  cute." 

How  abusive  can  voters  get,  that  a candidate  must  be 
judged  by  whether  he  is  best  looking  or  not?  An  honest  face 
definitely  is  an  asset,  but  when  a dimple  takes  precedence  over 
a wrinkle,  then  honesty  becomes  a lost  issue  entirely. 

Abraham  Lincoln  might  never  have  been  elected  if  voters 
ha^  been  more  concerned  with  his  looks  rather  than  qualifica- 
tions. This  does  not  imply  that  there  is  another  Lincoln  among 
BYU's  would-be  politicos,  but  there  doesn’t  have  to  be  to  justify 
a sense  of  fairness. 

And  although  the  cases  cited  have  referred  specifically  to 
the  fairer  sex,  there  is  little  doubt  male  voters  have  been  in- 
fluenced by  the  prettier  of  coeds  running  against  each  other. 
In  fact,  it  would  be  disappointing  if  BYU  males  didn't  turn 
to  look  at  a pretty  face,  but  at  the  polls  . . . it’s  a different 
story. 

Esthetic  values  at  voting  time  should  be  more  concerned 
with  picking  the  best  qualified,  not  the  best  looking,  candi- 
date. Unless,  of  course,  the  best  looking  is  circumstantially  the 
best  qualified  as  well.  But  ballots  marked  on  the  basis  of  a 
good-looking  face  alone,  are  ballots  poorly  marked.  Use  your 
own  head  — not  someone  else’s  face  — in  voting  for  candi- 
dates. 


STUFFY  TRADITION 

Tradition  is  such  a stuffy  word.  Best  reason  is  probably 
because  too  few  people  really  know  what  it  means.  Oldtimers 
look  back  through  cobwebbed  eyes  at  the  ‘‘good  old  days,” 
while  each  new  generation  flimsily  tries  to  shape  its  own  habits 
into  some  pseudo-traditional  pattern.  Rarely  does  the  bridge 
of  the  past  reach  the  present;  oldtimers  live  in  a world  de- 
votedly their  own  and  youth,  feeling  its  way,  has  little  time 
Cor  anything  but  now. 

BARRIER  BROKEN 

But  even  when  tradition  does  break  the  “time  barrier,” 
there  remains  only  a handful  of  people  who  are  realistically 
aware  of  it.  This  is  particularly  true  of  Brigham  Young  Uni- 
versity, where  even  tradition  itself  is  seemingly  tradition.  Best 
example  might  be  the  Great  BYU  Bell  Robbery  — presently 
an  unsolved  mystery. 

The  original  Y Bell  (“in  the  days  of  Karl  G.  Maeser”)  was 
housed  in  the  Lewis  Bldg,  on  West  Center  Street.  Fire  took 
its  toll  of  both  in  1884,  ending  the  “tradition”  of  announcing 
classes  and  athletic  victories.  The  present  Old  Y Bell  was  first 
hung  in  the  Education  Bldg,  in  1912,  gradually  losing  import- 
ance with  the  installation  of  electric  bells;  During  World  War 
H the  bell  went  into  complete  retirement. 

BELLRINGER  STRIKES 

In  1949,  Intercollegiate  Knights  social  unit  moved  the 
bell  from  the  Education  Bldg,  tower  to  upper  campus,  to  ring 
it  for  special  occasions.  During  basketball  season  the  same  year, 
the  bell  was  cracked  by  an  overzealous  bellringer  (the  bell 
was  struck  on  the  outside  in  those  days)  and  it  was  feared 
it  might  never  ring  again. 

It  took  a welding  expert  supervising  repairs  to  overcome 
a 20-1  chance  the  bell  would  ever  ring  again  properly.  When 
the  bell  was  removed  from  its  special  oven,  its  tone  surpris- 
ingly was  intact.  Since  then  it  has  been  stored  in  a boiler  room, 
Smith  Fieldhouse  and  other  places  that  never  will  be  known. 
And  since  then,  there  have  also  been  plans  and  promises  year 
after  year  for  a belltower. 

Paradoxically,  there  are  rumors  the  bell  may  have  been 
taken  because  of  that  belltower,  yet  the  truth  is  that  the  theft 
only  proves  the  need  for  a belltower.  Many  reports  of  dis- 
satisfaction have  come  regarding  the  $5000  price  tag  the  bell- 
tower carries.  Most  of  these  dissenters  undoubtedly  do  not 
realize  that  almost  $3000  of  that  money  has  already  been 
collected  over  the  years  by  Intercollegiate  Knights  and  Y Cal- 
cares. 

IRONICALLY  DESERVING 

Ironically,  there  is  nothing  as  deserving  of  a shrine  in  all 
the  traditions  of  BYU  as  the  Old  Y Bell.  It  is  one  of  those  rare 
pathways  blending  the  old  to  the  new.  It  has  come  the  furthest, 
endured  the  longest,  and  done  the  “mostest.”  Above  all  things 
else  in  BYU's  history,  this  is  deserving. 

So  deserving^  in  fact,  that  the  Associated  Students  of 
Brigham  Young  University  are  posting  a $250  reward  for  in- 
formation leading  to  the  conviction  of  culprits  in  the  Great 
BYU  Bell  Robbery.  Studentbody  leaders  are  desirous  of  pre- 
serving the  last  tangible  bond  of  campus  history.

The  ballistics  type  rocket  is 
45  inches  in  length,  three  inches

THE  APPROXIMATE  burn- 
ing time  of  the  rocket  is  six  sec- 
onds, and  has  a booster  powered 
with  solid  fuel.  It  is  equipped 
with  an  electrical  firing  mech- 
anism. It  had  been  static  tested 


two  times  before  Saturday’s  fir- 
ing. 

After  confering  with  the  Utah 
State  Board  of  Aeronautics, 
Christensen  decided  to  launch 
his  rocket  at  the  far  south  end 
of  Utah  Lake,  where  population 
is  scarce  and  few  airplanes  go 
over. 

Everything  went  according  to 
plans  until  the  last  minute  when 
a defect  was  found  in  the  elec- 
tric  firing  system.  However,  it

Welfare  activity  of  the  Church  . 
of  Jesus  Christ  of  Latter-day j 
Saints  is  not  dependent  upon  the  j 
national  economy,  according  to 
Carl  W.  Buehner,  second  coun- 
selor of  the  Presiding  Bishopric 
of  the  Church. 

Addressing  the  Tuesday  devo- 
tional assembly  in  the  Smith 
Fieldhouse,  Bishop  Buehner 
pointed  out  that  lack  of  money 
due  to  depression  or  lack  of 
commodities,  due  to  war,  do  not 
affect  the  production  of  the  Wel- 
fare Program. 

“If  the  Church  owns  the  farm, 
the  coop,  and  the  chickens  in  the 
coop,”  he  said,“  then  we  will 
always  have  items  to  put  into 
the  storehouse,  and  items  to  take 
out  of  the  storehouse.” 

In  addition  to  protecting  its 
members  from  recession  by  in- 
dependent production,  Bishop 
Buehner  advocated  providing 
employment  for  church  mem- 
bership. 

“The  priesthood  quorums  are 
the  best  employment  agency  in 
the  world,”  he  said.  This  is  due 
to  the  fact  that  most  of  the  in- 
dustries of  the  community  are 
represented  in  the  quorum  and 
that  members  of  a quorum  are 
aware  of  the  capabilities  of  oth- 
er members. 


He  cited  the  Deseret  Indus- 
tries as  an  example  of  a project 
which  provides  gainful  employ- 
ment for  Latter-day  Saints.
